Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: Applicant described that the invention of the instant application is 
beneficial because it offers purification and detection of analytes on a single chip, thereby increasing the speed of the 
process, and decreasing contamination and degradation of analytes. Applicant asserted that Mathies does not 
disclose microarrays, and that it would not be obvious to incorporate a microarray detection structure within the 
disclosed sample chip. This is due to the fact that Mathies teaches detection by capillary electrophoresis, which is a 
much different process than detection by microarray. The Examiner stressed that microarrays are well known in the 
art, and that motivation for substituting the capillary electrophoresis described by Mathies for the use of microarrays is 
likely to be described either in McNeely or in another microfluidic microarray reference. 

Applicant additionally pointed out that it would be inoperable to use porous polymer monoliths within the device of 
McNeely because the device of McNeely is not sealed correctly, and would be prone to leakage based on 
backpressure induced by the monoliths. 

The possibility of further defining the pore sizes of the monolith in claim 1 was discussed as way to potentially define 
the instant invention over the prior art.. 
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
